Rhododendron is said to be the largest plant family. 
It is a most interesting plant group. More than 1000 
species have been found in China, Japan, Korea, 
India, America and other countries. There is an 
amazing difference in growth habits and leaf and 
flower size. Some rhododendrons are forest trees up 
to 80 feet high. One tree has leaves 30 inches long. 
There are small trees, large and medium growing 
shrubs; and there are dwarfs, some almost prostrate 
with tiny leaves and small flowers. Flowers are in 
many shapes and sizes and come in almost a complete 
color range. Most species rhododendrons are quite 
hardy and grow well and easily in light shade. Many, 
particularly dwarfs, will stand full sun in the north- 
west.

Since then 
we have bloomed over 4000 and have found that 
there are many good ones still to be selected and 
named. These azaleas come in all shades of yel- 
low, pink, orange, there are some wonderful 
whites and striking blends. Also a few deep reds. 
Many are ruffled and most are scented. Foliage 
is beautiful and colors brilliantly in fall. Flowers 
usually run from 2” to 4” across, sometimes 
larger. They are a great improvement over the 
mollis. As these are seedlings we cannot select 
colors until they bloom. Plants now are from 24” 
to 40” tall and heavily budded. Priced at $4, $5 
and $6. We are now rooting selected forms of 
these and named varieties from cuttings and next 
year hope to be able to offer a good selection of 
best varieties.
